Death Penalty. Any system of justice should 
have three goals above all else: Restitution, 
Rehabilitation, and Deterance. These 3 goals 
have to do with protection of society from 
anti-social acts. One's opinion on the Death 
Penalty should be founded on these criteria. 

My personal view is the Death Penalty 
does nothing to achieve Restitution, nor 
does it Rehabilitate the malfeasor. And it 
only deters to the extent that the executed 
person will not again commit the act for 
which he was executed. Kind of like cutting 
off the hand of a pickpocket to keep him 
from stealing with that hand again. I be- 
lieve societies with no Death Penalty have 
fewer violent crimes than the US with the 
Death Penalty.
